Palm Springs taxpayer» will dig 
deeper than ever to pay for the 
privilege of living in the resort 
city — and Riverside County — 
this year. 
New tax bills foe Palm Springs 
city dwellers will be figured on a 
tax rate of about *5 999 per $100 
assessed evaluation — a gimp of 
S6.4 cents above the 1956-59 tax 
rate. 


THIS YEAR'S TAX bite is also 
proportionately higher for the Vil­ 
lage's country cousins — in Des­ 
ert Hot Springs 
and Cathedra] 
City. 
Taxes In Desert 
Hot 
Springs 
climbed to *5.50 — 09 cents above 
last year 'approxim ate1, and Ca 
thedral City's property tax rate 
rose to $4 682. for an estimated 
41-cent Increase. 
These figures were unofficially 
tabulated from figures for various 
tax areas and districts released by 1 
the county today. Tax rates may 
vary according to the special tax 
districts in which you reside.

Nixes City Buy 


Of Desert Inn 


A ruling by the California Su­ 
preme Court has virtually elimin­ 
ated any possibility of the City of 
Palm Springs purchasing the Des­ 
ert Inn property here, the C i t y 
Council was told today. 
The city had contemplated the 
purchase of the Desert Inn prop­ 
erty for at least « year with an 
eye to using the land for: 


—A THOUSAND off-street park­ 
ing spaces. 
—Extension of 
Belardo Road, 
and 
—Erection of a civic auditorium

Marion Davies, owner of the Des­ 
ert Inn property, asked the city 
this morning to free him from an 
option to purchase. 


THE ATTORNEY said that he 
has "another offer'' for the prop­ 
erty. 
The high court ruled that t h e 
city could not purchase the prop­ 
erty with money derived from its 
sales and use tax fund. 
The council took no immediate 
action after hearing the ruling.

It's Khrushchev 
who's coming to look the coun­ 
try over You never aaw such 
busttmg to shine up the welcome 
mats and to show the visitor a 
good time. The protocol people 
down at the State Department 
art suffering from the anxiety 
complex known as "host es s 
pains " 
THE PRESIDENT, h a v i n g 
built up the importance of these 
exchange visits ("We're talking 
about the human race" ), hur­ 
ried over to Europe to square 
things with the neighbors about 
all this hobnobbing with the ene­ 
my. Practically everybody in 
pubbc life has given an inter­ 
view on "What Should We Show 
Mr. K ?" If theres geing to be 
a discover of America this Sep­ 
tember. it looks as if his name 
would be Nikita. 
"Such is the shadow of t h e 
Khrushchev visit." said Couch 
master "But the substance of it 
is something quite different. 
True, everybody including t h e 
village idiot has sounded off on 


the subject of 'What Shall We 
Show Mr. K ?’ but this Is no 
more than peycbotic subterfuge. 
Each American In those inter­ 
view’s is exhibiting his own vis­ 
ion of what America is—or ought 
to be.”

Senator Karl Mundt: A Polly- 
araia dream cottage: <“. . hap­ 
py, God - fearing people 
. . 
wholesome living and rewards 
of private enterprise . . . peace- 
loving . . . dignity of man and 
importance of the individual ') 
"YOU COULD GO on and on,” 
broke In Couchmaster. "a n d 
merely pyramid proof of the ob­ 
vious. Everybody * America-of- 
the-mmd Is what he wishes it 
were, and this is what he wishes 
Khruhchov to see. Those who are 
still trying to make America 
over often do so. consciously or 
otherwise. In the image of World 
Revolution. Those who a v e r t 
their glances from blemishes like 
organized crime and juvenile 
delinquency will always jabber 
along about church-going and 
peace-loving. 
“There are others." continued 
Couchmaster, "like historian 
Allan Nevins. who lives a bit in 
the past and wants Khrushchev 
to see "an average town meet­ 
ing." and poet Archibald Mac- 
Leish who suggests “a typical 
American village." Both of these 
proposals are symptoms of in­ 
telectual nostalgia. The two 


moot vanishing American Insti­ 
tutions are local democratic as­ 
semblies 1 today the Mayors all 
run to Washington for Federal 
aid i and the wonderful «mall 
town (today being swallowed 
whole end post-digested m sub­ 
urban developments.). 
"THERE ARE PEOPLE who 
want Khrushchev to see t h a t 
America's going Socialist, so he 
needn t bother to revolutionize 
us. There are others who want 
to show him that we are kindly 
and harmless, so he won’t be 
afraid of us There are some 
who want to show us as a mili­ 
tary giant, so he'll be afraid of 
us. There are more who want 
to illustrate us as the finished 
product of materialistic welfare, 
so that he'll go home and imi­ 
tate us." 
But what about this resolution 
(S. J. Res 1492' wh i c h Dr. 
Couchmaster was trying to lob­ 
by through the dying session of 
the 86th Congress? 
"WELL. IT SPEAKS for It­ 
self." said Couchmaster. "Re 
solved that we take Khrushchev 
to Little Rock and tell him how 
we handle our racial matters is 
no business of his Resolved that 
during K.'s visit to Washington 
we adopt a foreign policy called 
America Uber Alies and tell 
him that nothing — not eve n 
peace — comes before the USA. 
Resolved that we admit we made 
a mistake — a helluva mistake! 
— when the New Deal recogniz­ 
ed Communist Russia in '33 and 
actually formed an alliance with 
Communism in '41. Resolved 
that . . 
Wait a minute, please. These 
were ways for Americans to re­ 
discover the true America? 
"Absolutely." said Dr. Couch­ 
master 
And the K. visit would he a 
proper ocassion to speak up for 
American self-interest" 
“Positively." said Dr Couch­ 
master—llolmet Alexander.
